“Our w ater is pure, state inspect­ 
ed and comes from 80-foot wells, 
not the Ohio R iver,” Wehmann 
said.

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A Week For Freedom 


There is one handicap on new spapers when 
the tim e com es each year to observe News­ 
p ap e r Week. 
It is difficult for new spaperm en to talk about 
their own work. But there is one way they 
can 
m ake the 
handicap of 
their 
modesty 
easier to bear. 
T hat is to rem em ber that the purpose of 
N ew spaper Week—from Oct. I to Oct. 8 this 
y ea r—is to rem ind the general public about the 
connection between the American way of life 
prescribed in the Constitution and the Ameri­ 
can press. 
There is nothing Immodest about this. The 
connection was established by the first am end­ 
m ent to the Constitution: 
"Congress shall m ake no law respecting an 
establishm ent of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof; or abridging the free­ 
dom of speech or of the press; or the right 
of the people peaceably to assemble and to 
petition the governm ent 
for 
a 
redress 
of 
grievances.” 
The right of the American people to wor­ 
ship as they please, to say what they think 
and to have access to news uncolored by gov­ 
ernm ent censorship has been inalienable since 
the Bill of Rights went into effect in 1791. 
Freedom of the press was guaranteed to all 
the people of the United States, not just to 
new spapers, nor to people who work for news­ 
papers. 
All that newspapers and their employes have 
to do with the historic pronouncement in the 
Bill of Rights is to bring its significance to 
attention often enough to keep it from being 
forgotten. 
This is the prim ary purpose of Newspaper 
Week. 
A free press, like the principle of freedom 
itself, cannot exist without an understanding of 
its function. It m ust be preserved by eternal 
vigilance and strengthened by system atic use. 
Above all it m ust be m ade as meaningful 
to each new generation of Americans as it 
was m ade, to the founders of the republic 
in the 18th century. They knew that without it 
there could be no freedom; freedom that to 
read and to print belonged in the sam e c a te ­ 
gory with the right to worship, to assem ble 
and to petition their government for redress of 
grievances.

LISBON—First graders in a l l 
county and city schools will be 
patch-tested for tuberculosis in a 
County H e a l t h Department pro­ 
gram beginning this month and ex­ 
pected to be com pleted' by early 
Novem ber. 
The departm ent said that be­ 
fore a patch will be applied, the 
child m ust present a perm it sign­ 
ed by a parent or guardian. Per­ 
m it cards are now being issued in 
the schools. 
A release issued by Dr. Robert 
M. Dunlap, county health com m is­ 
sioner, said the test consists of ap­ 
plying a tuberculin-treated strip of 
adhesive to the skin. After 
two 
days the patch is removed by the 
teachers, and on the fourth day 
the test area is “read” by the 
health nurses. 
‘‘Ordinarily, n o t h i n g can be 


seen,” the doctor said, “ but if a 
positive reaction occurs, two red 
spots will appear on the skin.” 
The occurrence of these 
spots 
does not necessarily m eant that the 
child has active tuberculosis, but 
that the child has at sometime 
come in contact with an active case 
of the disease. 
“ All children with positive tests 
will be urged by the health depart­ 
ment to have a chest X-ray, the 
release stated. Adults in the home 
should also be X-rayed in an at­ 
tem pt to find the source of the 
disease. 
Dr. Dunlap said the purpose of 
the program is ‘‘not only to aid in 
case findings of those with active 
tuberculosis, but to help people to 
become more aware that this dis­ 
ease is a contagious one that can 
be cured if discovered in tim e.”

of the Pittsburgh office of the gas 
company; C. M. Taylor, Wheeling 
district manager, and W. T. McIn­ 
tyre, East Liverpool manager. 
The company filed its rate in­ 
crease request Sept. 21. At Council 
meeting that same night, Goodbal- 
let declared that the firm should 
be asked to give Council figures 
justifying the increase. The ques­ 
tion was referred to the franchise 
committee and last night’s meet­ 
ing followed. 
However, the session 
produced 
little information in addition to the 
figures on increased labor, mater­ 
ial and gas-purchase costs t h e 
company cited in its original an­ 
nouncement. 
The rates sought for East Liv­ 
erpool and Wellsville call for $1.50 
for the first 1,000 cubic feet, 82 
cents per 1,000 for the next 4,000 
cubic feet and 80 cents per 1,000 
for the next 5,000 cubic feet. 
They would replace the present 
schedule that calls for a $1 mini 
mum for the first 1,000 cubic feet, 
then 54 cents per 1,000 thereafter 
The present schedule also con­ 
tains a so-called preferential rate 
for schools, public buildings a n d 
hospitals that has been dropped in 
the proposed rates. 
Churches, public schools and hos­ 
pitals now get their gas for 47 
cents per 1,000 and the city pays 
only 25 cents per 1,000 for gas 
used in municipally-owned build­ 
ings. 
Councilmen said they have been 
flooded with complaints about the 
size of the increase, but have been 
able to tell residents only that the 
decision is up to the PUC, 
al­ 
though the city will be able to pro­ 
test when the public hearing is 
called.

MOSCOW !#)—The government of 
Prem ier Georgi Malenkov, throw­ 
ing its full power and might behind 
the gigantic task of raising signifi­ 
cantly the standard of living within 
a short time, apparently is so deep-! 
Jy wrapped up in its domestic pro-, 
gram that foreign affairs seem 
distinctly relegated to s e c o n d 
place. 


The impression is unescapable 
that, to the Kremlin, foreign af­ 
fairs are a necessary but bother­ 
some aspect of government at this 
moment when the home program 
is being 
given 
such overriding 
precedence. 
Not only did the new Soviet reply 
to the West s bid for German-Aus- 
trian talks appear without fanfare 
of any kind, but publication was 
delayed a full day. When it came, 
there was no editorial comment. 
Comment probably will be forth­ 
coming, but the regime is showing 
no haste about it—as if it was a 
matter which could wait on more 
important domestic considerations, j 
The note was couched in terms 
the West is unlikely to accept. The 
West had asked a meeting of the 
Big Four on German and Austrian 
problems but the reply, published 
here yesterday, brings the peoples 
of China into the picture for an 
all-over discussion of world ten­ 
sions.

WASHINGTON UPI — The year 
1954 shapes up as the first real 
field test of the Republican ad­ 
ministration .and President Eisen­ 
hower's personal strength as the 
nation’s chief executive. 
The team ” is winding up its 
first-quarter shakedown. The play­ 
ers have had time to work at their 
assignments. And the paying cus­ 
tomers now will be watching the 
scoreboard for results. 
The Republicans, most of them 
concede, got off to a slow start 
toward carrying out their cam­ 
paign promises of 1952. Whether 
this has meant any loss of voter 
confidence is a subject for parti­ 
san debate. Democrats say yes, 
Republicans say no. 


Those who take a sympathetic 
view toward the administration 
argue in this fashion: 
The Republicans couldn’t reason­ 
ably be expected overnight to shift 
the direction of government and 
switch or strengthen policies which 
had been 20 years under Demo­ 
cratic management. Even before 
a start could be made, newcomers 
to the government had to have 
time in which to familiarize them­ 
selves with their jobs. Studies had 
to be made of the problems at 
hand before intelligent decisions 
could be reached. A working ar­ 
rangement had to be set imp be­ 
tween the White House and Con­ 
gress. Countless details had to be 
agreed upon.
